The Police Blotter 

On Auugst 24, between 4 and 5 
am., the lights went out at the 
Convalescent Center. As the at¬ 
tendant went down to the base¬ 
ment to check on the fuse box, 
a sleeping patient was robbed of 
$18 from her strongbox. The (pa¬ 
tient awoke during the robbery and 
the police were notified. There are 
two suspects in the case. 

Two other nocturnal burglaries 
occurred September 7, between 
1:30 and 7:30 a.m. at the Springhill 
Lake apartments while the occu¬ 
pants were sleeping. In one case 
no forcible entry was noted, but it 
is thought that the burglar came 
in through the sliding glass door. 
A man's wallet was taken and 
some household articles rearrang¬ 
ed. 

At the second apartment, the 
sliding glass door was jimmied 
open and a lady's puree contain¬ 
ing $6 was stolen. 

Both apartments were on the 
first floor, and Chief William Lane 
notes that ordinary locks on slid¬ 
ing doors are not always sufficient 
in keeping out burglars and that 
various devices, such as a metal 
bar or rod, can be placed in the 
track to prevent the door from be¬ 
ing opened. 

On August 31, at 3:10 am., a 
pocketbook snatch occurred on 
Lakecrest Drive. A woman was 
accosted by someone, who first 
asked her If she knew where a 
certain person lived. Then, as he 
tried to grab her purse, she strug¬ 
gled and was hit in the face; the 
robber made off with the purse, 
and she was left grasping the 
strap. The police are looking for 
a white male teenager, 14-19 years 
old, 120 lbs. 5’4”, dark brown hair, 
and last seen wearing a rust strip¬ 
ed T-shirt and brown slacks. 

The police were able to close 
five breaking and entering cases 
in GHI houses due to the inves¬ 
tigative work of Deti John Krov. 
Two teenagers and one adult have 
been charged with these five brea¬ 
king and entering cases, as well 
as others in the county. The boys 
would knock on a person’s door 
during the afternoon to establish 
if the occupants were away. They 
would return in the evening, brea¬ 
king the glass pane on the front 
door, and take various items, such 
as a coin collection and a TV. The 
trio have also been implicated in 
some automobile thefts. 

A checkbook was stolen from a 
home in which the juvenile entered 
through a common attic. Forged 
checks later turned up and, 
through investigation, the suspect 
\/as caught. 

Chief Lane seeks the public’s co¬ 
operation in adhering to the 15 
mph speed limit in the school 
zones now that the schools are 
back in session. Chief Lane also 
thanks all the citizens of Green 
belt for their cooperation in mak¬ 
ing the Labor Day Festival free of 
any bad incidents. 

A 15-year-old run-away boy and 
his juvenile companion, both from 
Greenbelt, were apprehended in 
Georgia while driving a stolen car.

Katz, Maffay Join F. White, 
Smith, Pilski on City Council 

A deluge of Springhill Lake votes put Joel Katz and Elizabeth 
Maffay on the Greenbelt City Council at last Tuesday’s election. 
Victims of the onslaught were incumbents William Hoff and Leo 
Gerton, but the margin of defeat was narrow. Only 10 votes sep¬ 
arated fifth place winner Mrs. Maffay from Hoff who finished sixth. 
High man in the balloting was Assembly, the Governor and the 


incumbent councilman Francis 
White Who drew well in all pre¬ 
cincts. He had a margin of over 
300 votes over his nearest rival, 
Mayor Edgar Smith. In third place 
was incumbent Richard Pilski, fol¬ 
lowed by Katz. (The votes are 
given in the accompanying box.) 

The advisory referendum on fire¬ 
arms control produced an almost 
2 to 1 vote in favor of stronger 
state gun-control laws. About 04 
percent of those voting said "Yes” 
to the question "Shall the City 
Council of Greenbelt advise the 
members of the Maryland General 


Attorney General that it is the de¬ 
sire of the electorate to have enac¬ 
ted new legislation to extend exist¬ 
ing firearms control laws.” The 
vote was 1,276 to 717. 

Seven of the 10 candidates pulled 
over 40 percent of the 2,267 votes 
cast Thus, no runoff is required. 
The 2,267 votes cast was the high¬ 
est in the history of the city and 
represented 75 percent of the 2,991 
registered voters. This ratio was 
much higher than the 68 percent 
in 1967 or 72 percent in 1965, but 
not as high as the 81 percent who 
voted in 1963.

Candidates Lose Their 
Cool Over Campaign Sign 

An otherwise uneventful election 
campaign for city council was 
marred last Sunday night by an 
incident at Springhill Lane and 
Breeze wood Drive involving an 
election poster. City counilman 
Dick Pilski, a candidate for re- 
election, confronted candidate Joel 
Katz, and a supporter, Izzy Pel- 
tion, at the scene with a charge of 
attempting to tear down one of 
his campaign posters. Katz stated 
that he was trying to remove the 
sign, which he said was on public 
property and in violation of elec¬ 
tion rules. (According to city offi¬ 
cials, the poster was on Board of 
Education property.) 

Police, called to the scene by 
Pilski’s companion* George Mat¬ 
thews, did not press charges since 
the sign was still up. 

Wrangling continued throughout 
the night, and included a trip to 
the Greenbelt police offices before 
the lawyers called by the respec¬ 
tive candidates cooled everyone 
down.

An analysis of the voting reveals 
that the campaign of the "Spring¬ 
hill Lake Citizens for Fair City 
Government” was effective when it 
asked Springhill Lake citizens to 
concentrate their vote on candi¬ 
dates Katz, Maffay, and Francis 
White. These candidates received 
margins of over 400 votes over the 
incumbent councilmen. 

These margins almost disap¬ 
peared, however, as the returns 
from Center and North End pre¬ 
cincts gave the incumbents com¬ 
fortable leads. Smith and Pilski 
were the top vote getters in the 
combined vote of these precincts, 
and Hoff and Gerton outran F. 
White in "old” Greenbelt 

Mrs. Maffay is the first woman 
to be elected to council since Eli¬ 
zabeth S. Harrington served two 
terms on the council 1947-51. Pre¬ 
viously, Ruth Taylor served on 
council from 1938-41. 

Joel Katz is the first resident of 
Springhill Lake to be elected to 
council. His election ushers in a 
new period in Greenbelt politics as 
observers assess the political clout 
of Springhill Lake. 

The new council, which will 
serve for two years, will hold an 
organization meeting on Monday, 
September 22, at which time the 
new mayor will be elected. Al¬ 
though the charter is silent on this 
point, there has been a tradition 
in the past of choosing the top 
votegetter as mayor.

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Nuclear Power Plants 

To the Editor: 

^ The Baltimore Gas & Electric 
Co„ which has Atomic Energy 
Commission approval to build two 
huge nuclear power plants at Cal¬ 
vert Cliffs on the Chesapeake Bay, 
has been taking newspaper ads 
aimed at assuring the public that 
the plants will not be harmful to 
the environment and to the hu¬ 
mans and other life forms that are 
part of it. 

Some persons, including compe¬ 
tent scientists and other experts, 
disagree with BG&E, with the 
AEC, and with the present plans of 
the nation’s utilities to build a 
large number of large nuclear 
power plants before certain ques¬ 
tions have been resolved. They do 
raise safety questions, as to the 
impact on people and environment. 

At the last GHI membership 
meeting, a motion was passed to 
set up a committee to look into 
the question of the Calvert Cliffs 
plants -as to environmental safety 
and to report to the membership 
on whether Greenbelters have an 
interest in the matter. The GHI 
Board of Directors set up a com¬ 
mittee, consisting of James Foster, 
Douglas Hawes ,John Leslie, James 
Parochetti, and Mat Amberg, to 
look into this. 

The committee has been study¬ 
ing much material from various 
sources, including from the com¬ 
pany, AEC, and those critical of the 
Calvert Cliffs plants and of the 
way in which the national atomic 
program has been pushed forward. 
We have viewed films put out by 
the AEC and by the British Gov¬ 
ernment’s equivalent of AEC. And 
now the committee — as part of 
the process of educating itself so 
that it may report intelligently — 
has arranged for a panel discus¬ 
sion at which the various contend¬ 
ing views will be expressed. We 
welcome other Greenbelters to 
come to this panel discussion, Oct. 
1, at 8 p.m., at GHI’s Board Room. 

There'll be two spokesmen for 
BG&E — the company’s chief me¬ 
chanical engineer, Robert Davies, 
and Dr. Morton I. Goldman, vice 
president of NUS Corp., a nuclear 
consulting firm to BG&E. There’ll 
be two Johns Hopkins University 
scientists who have been fighting 
the nuclear plant — Dr. Timothy 
Merz, associate professor of radio¬ 
logical biology and Dr. Edward 
Radford, professor of environmen¬ 
tal medicine. And there’ll be the 
chairman of the department of en¬ 
vironmental research of the Mary¬ 
land Univ. Natural Resources In¬ 
stitute, Dr Joseph Mihursky.

Tactics Exposed 

To the Editor, 

By the time this appears, the 
citizens of Greenbelt will already 
have cast their vote for or against 
the controls of firearms. However, 
I feel that the tactics of those who 
are opposed to any sort of controls 
on firearms should be exposed, for 
this issue will be with us for some 
time to come. 

I assume that most of the voters 
in the City received a handout over 
the past weekend urging the citi¬ 
zens of Greenbelt to vote against 
the firearms referendum. The main 
purpose of this handout was to 
confuse and deceive the voters. It 
implies that the purpose of gun 
control legislation is the outlawing 
of all guns. This is a deliberate 
distortion of almost all gun control 
proposals. The purpose of gun con¬ 
trol laws is to insure that the pur¬ 
chasers and owners of guns, and 
this refers to hand guns, not sport 
guns, are responsible individuals. 
No one protests the registering of 
automobiles, or the requirement of 
a license before one is allowed to 
drive. Why can’t we be as con¬ 
cerned with who owns hand guns? 

The last statement on the hand¬ 
out, "Support law enforcement”, is 
an attempt to deceive the voters. 
It implies that law enforcement 
agencies are opposed to gun con¬ 
trol laws. In fact the opposite is 
true. A large number of both lo¬ 
cal and State police departments, 
as well as the FBI have gone on 
record as in favor of firearms con¬ 
trols. The registering of guns 
would make their work a whole lot 
easier in tracing weapons used in 
crimes.
